DID HOT KHOW THE DANC- 
ING SHOW WAS LOADED. 



Mr. W. A. Nisbet, of Madison- 
ville, who was indicted by the 
Hopkins county grand jury upon 
charge of keeping a disorderly 
house, because his armorv hall 
was used during tho recent street 
fair for exhibiting questionable 
dances by a traveling company, 
has issued u signed statement de- 
nying knowledge of anything 
wrong In the show. This state- 
ment is printed below as is aUo 
the statement of Chief of Police 
Bradly with reference to the 
character of the exhibit, in which 
that officer saw nothing improper, 
and the statement of witnesses 
to the agreement between Mr. 
Nisbet and the man Mathews 
who owned the show. The agree- 
ment with Mathews, as stated in 
Thk Bkk last week, was that the 
show should not be immoral. 
Mr. Nisbet Bays: 
"I am innocent of the charge 
of keeping a disorderly house 
contained in the indictment, 
mention of which has been made 
in the county papers. 

"Mathews was introduced to 
me by a reliable gentleman of 
this place, who told me that 
Mathews was responsible and 
had an orderly Bhow. I then 
rented mv hall to him under the 
agreement thai only a decent 
and orderly show would be given 
and that it should be subject to 
visitation by the city officials at 
any time. See statement of wit- 
ness to the contract hereto ap- 
pended. 

"Upon renting the hall tc 
Mathews, I requested Chief of 
Police Bradley and his deputies 
to watch said show and report to 
me any improper conduct in the 
exhibition, on which I would 
stop the show. Mr. Bradley re- 
ported to me that he had had the 
show investigated and that there 
was no improper conduct allow- 
ed. Policemen Mayes and Bar- 
ton also visited the show fre- 
quently and at mv request and 
reported to me that it was not 
improper. See statement of 
Chief Bradley hereto appended, 
"This same show was here for 
a week during the last county 
fair and I heard no complaint of 
it. It was licensed by the city 
during the week it was at my 
hall and it was subjected to thor- 
oughly police inspection and per- 
mitted by the city to run and the 
license never revoked. I had no 
knowledge of any improper con- 
duct at' the show, despite the 
precautions I took to discover it, 
should any occur, and if any did 
occur it was not my fault. A fair 
investigation of this affair will 
Bhow my innocence.

I also visi- 
ted the hall, in which the show 
was held, three times and saw 
nothing improper.

According to other reports, the af- 
fair occurred 200 miles off Spurnhead. 
The Russian ships were steaming In 
line. The leading ships passed with- 
out Incident, though most of the ves 
sels turned searchlights on the trawl 
ers long enough to prevent any ml* 
take as to the identity. After the 
bulk of the squadron had passed, It 
opened Ore, nearly* all participating 
in the firing. The Crone was struck 
below the water line and raked above 
deck. Skipper Smith and third hand 
Leggott had their heads carried away 
by a shot, many of the crew being se 
rlously wounded. Another trawler 
also was sunk, but the Seagull, which 
brought the news to Hull, has no par- 
ticulars as to her fate

The news has ereHted an Intense 
sensation and Indignation In Hull. The 
Moulmeln arrived with her flag at half- 
mast. Her skipper states that the 
trawlers wore fishing about 220 mllos 
east by north or Spurn Head at^pne 
o'clock Saturday morning, the weath- 
er being hazy, when the outlines of 
several vessels, apparently warships, 
sailing in a line, were dimly seen. 
Whilst the crew were watching the 
warships, searchlights were flashed 
upon them, in the glare of which the 
Moulmeln's crew observed what they 
took to be topedo boats approaching, 
apparently with the Intention of board 
log the Moulmeln. They steamed 
away, however, and soon the fisher- 
men were horrified to And they were 
being fired upon. First one and then 
another trawler was struck by flying 
shot. What seemed to be a round 
shot went through the Moulmeln gal- 
ley. The Mlno. lying nearby, also waa 
struck with many shots, but fortunate; 
ly the damage was above her water 
line, and none of her crew was struck. 
The bombardment lasted about 20 min- 
utes. When It ceased, the fleet sailed 
south, and some of the trawlers sent 
up rockets The Moulmeln steered In 
the direction of the rockets. Cries 
we re heard, and the Crane was found 
sinking, with another trawler taking 
off some of her crew. Those aerloua- 
ly Injured were removed to a mission 
ship, and the bodies of Smith and 
LeKgott were plared aboard the Moul- 
meln. The other men with minor in 
Juries were put aboard the trawler 
Seagull, which at a late hour had not 
arrived at Hull. 

Crowds have gathered around the 
dock here, but no further Information 
Is available 

Representatives of the fishing fleet 
started late Sunday night for London 
to consult with the authorities there. 

No motive can be assigned for the 
extraordinary proceedure of the Ruv 
sian warships. 

The only survivor of the Crane who 
has yet reached here is J. A. Smith, 
son of the deceased skipper, and who 
was with the captalnH of the Moul- 
meln and Mlno, Is going to London to 
consult with the authorities. 

Young Smith was asleep in his bunk 
when the firing aroused him Just as 
he was getttlng up, a shot struck the 
ster board and penetrated to the fore- 
castle. smashlDK a lamp near which 
he was standing He rushed on deck, 
where the searchlights revealed the 
horrible sight of his father and Leg 
gott lying headless and the deck 
strewn with the Injured It was sooa 
found that the vessel was sinking, and 
signals for assistance were sent up.

Report* of Lynching* Me,ke Democrats 
reel Glum. 

(From the Atlanta Constitution.)

St. Louis, Oct. 26.— The dirigible 
balloon of T. S. Baldwin, the San 
Francisco aeronaut, was sent up at 
the World's tair grounds Thursday af- 
ternoon, with A. R. Knabenshue, of To- 
ledo, O , on the frame controlling it.

I see several inquiries in the 
Southern Planter as to keeping 
skippers out of hams. For sixteen 
years I have cured from 100 to 160 
bams per year and have not had a 
skipper on any of them. When you 
take the meat out of the salt to hang 
It, clean off the loose salt and apply 
pulverized borax to the cut parts 
freelv. 

Skippers will not bother the meat 
If kept in a light smokehouse. A 
large baking powder can with holes 
in the top is a good thing with which 
to apply the borax. I have never 
had any complaint from my custom- 
ers and the hnins do not show that 
the borax has been used and It is 
not injurious. All the farmers In 
this Bection of the county use this 
remedy and there is very little loss 
from skippers.— Alexander Black In 
Southern Planter. 

A good tree well planted will i 
ally grow whether the work is doue 
in the fall or spring. In the fall the 
soil is usually in the best condition, 
and the tree has time to tret accus- 
tomed to Its new position, tne winter 
rains settling the soil among the 
roots so that it is ready to start into 
growth at the first appearance of 
sprlnir. Fall planting differs from 
spring planting in two respects: In 
the first place there is need ot the 
bucketful of water on the roots, 
which is of so much value In spring 
planting; and the second is, raising 
a mound of earth around the newl; 
planted tree to protect it from the 
rltfor of the winter's storms and the 
depredation of the field mice. The 
trimming of the broken or bruiBed 
roots with a sharp knife is necessary 
and the spreading out of all the roots. 
Do not plant ove/ an Inch or two 
deeper than the tree stood in . the 
nursery. Take pains to work; the 
soil well in among the roots. Treat 
a young tree as a living thing and 
not as a post, and you will seldom 
lose one. Always prune the tops in 
the spring, never in the fall. 



I have heard it stated by some ex- 
perienced farmers that corn-cobs 
ground In the feed will hurt the 
stomachs of the horses, although 
they will do no harm to ruminating 
animals. Other experienced farmers 
say that the cobs will not harm any 
stomach, but give no nourishment 
and call it useless trouble for the 
stomach. A man near here, who 
keeps milch cows has practiced boil- 
ing cobs for his cows, and claims be 
gets from every half bushel of boiled 
cobs four quarts of milk. He ib quite 
satisfied, and says it pays to teed 
corn cobs If they are boiled before 
feeding. There are, however, au- 
thorities upon this subject who state 
that the only advantage to arise from 
seeding cob-meal is attributable to 
the stimulus of tne distension of the 
animal's stomaoh ; the nutriment de- 
rived from cobs being very dearly 
bought, and that beyond the stimu- 
lus which cobs afford in distending 
the stomach, there is nothing gained 
by feeding it.— Cor. Epitomist.

Every poultry yard In which, say 
even 100 birds are reared annually, 
should be provided with a place spe- 
cially devoted to penning sick birds, 
where an Invalid can be at once Iso- 
lated. 

To get the best prices for eggs one 
must not buy them to sell, but must 
have enough hens to supply the de- 
mand. All eggs should be collected 
daily, and should not be allowed to 
remain unsold over twenty-four 
hours.

A DINNER. AT DELMONICO S 
Careful Filipino. Do Not Favor lr.de- 



John Brisben Walker lias made 
the assertion, in support of his anti- 
imperialistic sentiments, that at the 
dinner given at Delmonico's, by thi 
New York Chamber ol Commerce, 
to the forty-six Filipino Commis- 
sioners, Senor Tavera. the head of 
the Commission, made a speech, in 
which he said: 

"We believe ourselves amply able 
to administer a republic; give us the 
direct assurance that we shall have 
oar independence. So far from 
an assurance doing harm, it will 
serve to pacify every dissension, 
voiced and argued. 1 ' 

This speech, made of course in 
Spanish, was translated bv A. W, 
Ferguson, according to Mr. Walker 
"a translator of the most delightful 
aptitude." He has known the Fili- 
pinos intimately, over four years, 
and is a close friend of Dr. Tavera. 
It is true that a speech was made by 
Tavera, but about the passage in 
question Mr. Ferguson Bays: 

"Such a sentiment from Doctor 
Tavera Is so absolutely at variance 
with all Ins public utterances in 
United States, and with what I know 
to be his personal opinion on this 
matter that I would be doing a great 
harm to him and to his people, 
among whom I have lived in closest 
intimacy for over four years, did I 
not Bet you right on this point. 

"I cannot recall one phrase, even, 
that could have been so misinter- 
preted, and I am chagrined to think 
that on so important a subject I 
could have been misunderstood, af- 
ter more than fifteen years of ex- 
perience in interpretation of matters 
between nations and peoples re- 
quiring the most perfect accuracy 
and the greatest delicacy In hand- 
ling. 

"What I recall in this connection 
is that the Doctor (Tavera) said : 

"Were I asked if the Philipino 
people could govern themselves, I 
would answer: 'After the Spanish 
>s; after the American 



"And then, as at many others 
times, both in public and in private, 
he went on to show that his people 
must be educated up to a proper ap- 
preciation of American citizenship 
before they should be granted full 
self-government; that they have 
confidence in the intentions of the 
American people and government; 
and that all they ask is that when 
the time comes to act definitely up- 
on the question of the political fu- 
ture of the inhabitants, the people 
shall be consulted. 

"I do not recall that he plead 
either then or at any time for any 
assurance from the Government as 
to ultimate independence, as he is 
quoted as doing in the sentences 
that follow the sentences that 
have cited above." 

Further, Mr. Ferguson says: 

"That the Filipino people as a peo- 
ple hope for ultimate independence, 
I do not for a moment deny; but 
that the more intelligent and better 
informed- Filipinos as a class— the 
best equipped to express the 
sent of the governed'— believe that 
they are ready for it now, I absolute- 
ly deny. 

"It Is not too much to say that 
even the most sanguine of this latter 
class, of which my friend, Doctor 
Tavera, Is easily a shining example, 
would be timid about accepting ab- 
solute independence were it freely 
offered them by the Government of 
the United States today, and I know 
whereof I speak, 

"The cost of an army and a navy 
large enough to protect them from 
the rapacity of other nations, the 
fear of many nations that they do 
not hesitate to name, and the danger 
from internal dissension, all make 
the thoughtful Filipino very slow In 
pleading for that which every man 
in his heart naturally and rightfully 
wishes— tils independence before the 
world. 

"But it is uot my time to be heard 
on this subject, and I only mention 
these things to show the impossibil- 
ity of Doctor Tavera having made 
the statement attributed to him with 
reference to 'administering a repub- 
lic.' 

"There Is absolutely nothing in 
his makeup that would give a ray of 
hope or comfort to the so-called an- 
ti-imperialists, except the desire 
born in every man for freedom, and 
tbe hope cherished by him and his 
people, and fostered by our Govern- 
ment, that, seme way and somehow 
tbe Ged of nation* may so order the 
yof the PA!

of the welfare manager. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that this 
term was invented to fit an office al- 
ready In existence, and that It was 
sot so invented until much valuable 
work of apioneer character had been 
accomplished. 

This manager, who may be either 
a man or "woman, is a recognized 
intermediary between the employ- 
ers and employes of mercantile 
houses and manufacturing plants 
which possess any pretensions to 
size and Importance. Such a per- 
son represents the choice of an em- 
ployer who would introduce among 
his employes improved and more 
favorable conditions, but who, ham- 
pered as he is by the complex rami- 
fications of the industrial and social 
world of today, aud unable to attend 
personally to every detail, finds him- 
self obliged to summon to his aid 
the services of an intermediary be- 
tween himself and those in his em- 
ploy. 

It is the employer, uot the em- 
ploye, who haa chosen this inter- 
mediary and outlined the scope of 
the manager's worK. At the same 
time, in order that his own purposes 
may not be defeated by the pres- 
ence of too much friction in his 
establishment, he has been at pains, 
when making his choice, to respect 
the sentiments and prejudices, aud 
sometimes even the dignities, of his 
employes. In no case coming uuder 
observation has he failed to re- 
move a welfare manager unable to 
ireservej.be harmonies. For such a 
nauager, It must be understood, ia 
mlike a superintendent or a fore- 
nan, and has no direct authority in 
tbe business, noi power to engage or 
to dismiss an employe.— From Lillle 
Hamilton French's "A New Occu- 
pation" in tbe November Century.
